To  the  Mayor ,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Newark 
Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1960  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area. 
These  have  remained  very  satisfactory. 

The  vital  statistics  have  once  again  proved  very  satisfactory 
with  the  exception  of  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate.  Thus  the  birth 
rate  has  increased  once  more  and  the  death  rate  has  again  fallen, 
and  once  again  the  natural  increase  —  that  is  the  excess  of  births 
over  deaths  —  shows  an  increase  over  the  previous  year.  The 
increase  in  the  infant  mortality  rate  is  to  be  deplored  but  as  has 
been  stated  in  the  past  slight  variations  in  the  number  of  deaths  of 
infants  tend  to  show  a  big  fluctuation  in  this  rate  in  towns  and  districts 
of  smaller  population.  It  would  appear  that  this  rate  is  reaching 
a  low  level  and  it  will  be  liable  to  fluctuate  within  considerable 
limits  around  this  figure. 

Heart  and  circulatory  diseases  are  again  the  commonest  causes 
of  death  followed  by  respiratory  diseases  and  it  will  be  noted  that 
of  the  32  deaths  from  lung  conditions  there  were  no  deaths  from 
tuberculosis  as  the  primary  cause  of  death,  but  there  were  15  deaths 
from  cancer  of  the  lung.  In  the  previous  year  there  were  only  5 
cases  of  death  from  cancer  of  the  lung,  but  l  would  not  state  cate¬ 
gorically  that  this  sudden  increase  will  continue  at  this  rate. 
Deaths  due  to  violent  causes,  such  as  accidents,  remain  a  serious 
problem. 

Cases  of  infectious  deseases  have  fallen  considerably  during 
the  year.  The  number  of  cases  of  measles  were  about  the  same  as 
the  previous  year  and  the  cases  occurred  at  the  end  of  the  year  and 
were  the  beginning  of  the  epidemic  occurring  in  the  first  half  of  the 
present  year.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases 
of  tuberculosis  but  the  figure  of  8  cases  in  1959  was  an  exceptionally 
low  one.  In  the  body  of  the  report  will  be  found  the  figures  supplied 
by  the  Lincolnshire  Mobile  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit,  and 
the  good  work  they  did  in  January  1960  will  be  appreciated.  It  is 
recorded  with  very  sincere  regret  that  the  death  of  the  Medical 
Director  of  the  Unit  took  place  shortly  before  the  writing  of  this 
Report.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Unit  will  visit  the  District  early  in  1962. 
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It  is  with  pleasure  that  it  is  recorded  once  again  that  no  cases 
of  smallpox,  enteric  fever,  diphtheria  or  acute  poliomyelitis  have 
been  notified.  It  will  be  noted  in  the  Report  that  no  cases  of 
diphtheria  has  been  reported  for  16  years.  When  one  studies  the 
figures  of  the  past  the  value  of  immunisation  is  realised  and  apart 
from  the  saving  of  life  and  disabilities,  the  financial  saving  to  the 
country  as  a  whole  is  tremendous. 

In  this  same  theme,  the  other  preventative  measures  being 
actively  pursued  are  showing  results  such  as  vaccination  against 
whooping  cough,  smallpox,  poliomyelitis  and  tuberculosis.  In  the 
latter  case  it  is  to  be  hoped  that,  in  the  near  future,  the  scheme  to 
offer  protection  to  children  from  the  age  of  10  years  upwards  will 
be  implemented.  From  the  Report,  it  will  be  noted  that  a  large 
number  of  children,  young  adults  and  adults  up  to  the  age  of  40 
have  been  effectively  protected  against  poliomyelitis. 

The  work  of  slum  clearance  has  continued  during  the  year  under 
review  and  I  would  like  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  remarks  of 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  in  respect  of  this  work.  The 
Health  Inspectors  have  been  battling  with  increasing  duties  and  the 
new  abattoir  has  become  an  additional  factor  necessitating  extra 
staff.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  we  welcomed  Mr.  Clarke  as  an 
additional  Health  Inspector  as  the  work  of  the  abbattoir  necessitated 
the  presence  of  a  qualified  Meat  Inspector  almost  full  time. 

Finally,  may  I  say  how  very  much  I  have  appreciated  all  the 
help  and  encouragement  I  have  received  from  the  Chairman,  and 
all  members  of  the  Health  Committee,  and  also  of  all  members  of 
the  Council.  I  should  like  to  thank  all  my  colleagues  in  all  depart¬ 
ments  of  the  Corporation  and  particularly  the  members  of  the  Staff 
of  the  Health  Department  for  all  their  assistance  at  all  times.  I 
should  like  to  include  in  these  remarks  the  kindness  of  the  County 
Medical  Officer  for  his  permission  to  publish  details  about  the  work 
of  the  Local  Health  Authority  in  the  district.

Infectious  Disease 


144  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during  the  year 
compared  with  191  in  1959. 

Measles 

38  cases  of  measles  were  notified  during  the  year  compared 
with  36  in  1959.  21  of  the  cases  were  notified  during  the  last  week 

of  the  year  and  these  proved  to  be  the  commencement  of  an  outbreak 
which  carried  on  well  into  1961. 

Scarlet  Fever 

47  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  during  the  year  compared 
with  91  in  1959.  10  of  the  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital  on  account 

of  unsuitable  home  conditions. 

Pneumonia 

6  cases  of  pneumonia  were  notified  during  1960  as  against  25 
notifications  received  in  the  previous  year. 

Poliomyelitis  (Infantile  Paralysis) 

For  the  third  consecutive  year  there  was  no  notification  of 
this  disease. 

Tuberculosis  (Pulmonary) 

16  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the 
year  compared  with  8  in  1959.  Apart  from  the  1959  low  record 
figure  of  8,  this  year’s  figure  of  16  is  the  lowest  number  since  1954 
when  14  notifications  were  received. 

The  Mobile  Mass  Radiography  Unit  from  Lincoln  held  sessions 
in  Newark  during  January.  Special  sessions  were  held  on  the 
premises  of  two  firms  and  sessions  for  the  general  public  in  the 
Friary  grounds.

The  year  ended  31st  December,  1960,  again  saw  104  new  units 
of  accommodation  being  erected  and  occupied.  This  W'as  slightly 
below  the  anticipated  yearly  average  of  120  new  units  as  outlined 
previously,  the  brick  shortage  during  the  latter  part  of  this  year 
playing  an  important  part  in  the  slow-up  of  output  on  housing 
accommodation. 

During  the  year  under  review,  95  families  were  rehoused  from 
houses  closed  under  various  sections  of  the  Housing  Acts,  and  55 
applicants  from  the  waiting  list  also  became  Corporation  tenants. 
The  clearance  of  insanitary  houses  in  the  Elgin  Place  and  Tenter 
Buildings  area  was  rapidly  nearing  completion  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
and  many  of  the  families  remaining  will  ultimately  be  rehoused  in 
the  flats  and  maisonettes  which  are  under  construction  on  cleared 
sites  in  the  North  Gate  and  Lovers  Lane  areas. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Housing  Committee  considered 
plans  for  the  redevelopment  of  another  cleared  site  in  the  North 
Gate  and  Albion  Street  areas,  on  which  it  is  proposed  five  storey 
dwellings  will  ultimately  be  erected. 

As  regards  the  waiting  list,  a  very  important  point  has  been 
reached  whereby  of  the  578  families  on  the  waiting  list,  only  122  have 
not  some  separate  homes  of  their  own.

Home  Helps  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  are 
available  where  domestic  help  is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of 
any  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally 
defective,  aged  or  a  child  not  over  compulsory  school  age. 

In  Maternity  cases  a  Home  Help  attends  daily  for  two  weeks 
from  the  birth  of  the  baby,  excluding  Saturday  afternoon  and  Sunday, 
and  her  duties  include  the  ordinary  domestic  work  such  as  cleaning, 
cooking,  washing,  care  of  children,  mending  and  shopping. 

In  general  cases  of  sickness  or  when  assisting  in  the  households 
of  old  or  infirm  people,  Home  Helps  undertake  such  of  the  above 
duties  as  may  be  necessary.  Part-time  help  can  be  arranged. 

The  charge  for  the  service  is  3s.  6d.  per  hour,  but  where  the 
applicant  is  unable  to  afford  this  amount  the  County  Council’s 
Scale  of  Assistance  is  applied.

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Housing  and  Public  Health  Administration 

The  redevelopment  of  Clearance  Areas  3  and  4  mentioned  last 
year  has  now  been  completed  by  the  erection  of  flats  and  maisonettes, 
and  the  comparison  of  photographs  taken  before  clearance  was 
effected  and  after  redevelopment,  makes  one  feel  gratified  at  having 
taken  some  small  part  in  such  an  achievement.  Clearance  Area  No.  5 
has  still  to  be  redeveloped. 

The  demolition  of  Clearance  Area  No.  9  is  still  proceeding, 
this  Area  being  scheduled  for  industrial  redevelopment.  This  is 
unfortunate  as  such  an  area  in  close  proximity  to  the  town  centre 
would  have  been  very  useful  for  rehousing  purposes. 

As  this  report  is  being  drafted  notification  has  been  received 
that  Clearance  Area  No.  10  represented  in  September  has  been 
confirmed. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  Department  dealt  with  7 
houses  by  official  representation  and  77  as  individual  unfit  houses. 
This  figure  of  84  houses  is  only  slightly  above  the  annual  target  figure 
of  75  houses  per  year  agreed  with  the  Ministry  in  1955. 

During  the  first  five  year  programme  of  Slum  Clearance  a 
total  of  459  houses  have  been  dealt  with  by  the  Department,  these 
figures  shew  we  are  just  over  one  year  in  advance  of  our  programme 
as  agreed  with  the  Ministry. 

The  number  of  complaints  on  the  general  housing  administra¬ 
tion  side  has  increased  slightly  with  a  corresponding  increase  in  the 
number  of  informal  notices  served.  As  in  previous  years,  a  con¬ 
siderable  amount  of  work  has  been  carried  out  following  telephone 
calls  or  personal  contact  with  the  owners. 

Applications  under  the  Rent  Act,  1957,  have  fallen  quite 
considerably  this  year  only  one  being  received  and  one  Certificate 
of  Disrepair  cancelled. 

Caravans  on  unlicensed  land  have  again  been  the  cause  of 
considerable  inspection  and  it  is  hoped  the  new  legislation  now  in 
force  will  do  away  with  unauthorised  camping. 

Complaints  of  smoke  from  industry  have  been  negligible  and 
1  feel  that  owners  of  such  premises  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the 
way  they  are  facing  up  to  the  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act.  There 
have  been  odd  cases  of  excessive  smoke  noted  by  your  inspectors 
but  on  investigation  there  has  usually  been  a  satisfactory  explanation. 
The  closing  and  demolition  of  the  Locomotive  shed  has  made  a 
great  improvement  in  the  Sleaford  Road  district  and  removed  one 
source  of  complaint. 
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There  is  still,  however,  the  problem  of  air  pollution  by  domestic 
chimneys  to  be  dealt  with  and  at  some  future  date  the  desirability 
of  Smokeless  Zones  or  Smoke  Control  Areas  will  need  to  be 
considered. 


Food  Administration 

The  new  Abattoir  has  now  been  in  operation  for  a  full  year 
and  has  in  my  opinion  proved  its  worth  in  the  condition  of  the 
meat  on  delivery  to  the  shops. 

The  cooling  hall  is  at  times  taxed  to  its  full  capacity  but  the 
cooling  plant  together  with  the  spaciousness  of  the  building  has 
greatly  contributed  to  a  better  finished  commodity. 

The  standard  of  animals  slaughtered  has  again  been  of  the 
highest  possible. 

The  throughput  increased  by  1366  animals  as  compared  with 
1959,  the  figures  being  15,034  in  1959  and  16,400  in  1960. 

The  change  of  Fat  Stock  Market  from  Tuesday  to  Wednesday 
is  at  present  helping  to  spread  the  work  more  evenly  over  the  week 
and  it  is  usually  only  necessary  for  overtime  to  be  worked  by  your 
Inspectors  on  one  night  per  week. 

The  appointment  of  the  Additional  Inspector  in  December, 
1960  has  been  of  considerable  help  in  giving  time  for  other  branches 
of  our  duties  to  be  dealt  with,  in  particular  Food  Flygiene  is  being 
quietly  but  vigorously  pressed  and  standards  in  premises  visited 
are  greatly  improved. 


Rodent  Control 

During  the  year  a  considerable  number  of  drains  have  been 
found  to  be  faulty  and  allowing  free  passage  of  rats  to  surrounding 
property.  These  have  been  dealt  with  and  no  further  complaints 
have  arisen. 

The  regular  treatments  of  sewers  shew  that  slowly  but  surely  the 
rat  population  is  being  greatly  reduced,  the  results  of  the  treatment 
in  September  being  very  good  indeed. 

Contracts  for  regular  treatments  of  business  premises  are  on 
the  increase  and  these  regular  treatments  are  also  having  an  effect 
on  other  premises  adjacent  to  those  being  treated.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Southwell  Rural  District  Council 
Sir,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Southwell  Rural 
District  for  the  year  1960.  The  health  and  sanitary  circumstances 
have  been  very  satisfactory. 

The  birth  rate  is  higher  than  that  for  the  Country  generally 
and  is  higher  than  the  rate  for  1959.  The  death  rate  is  however 
higher  than  that  for  the  previous  year  but  it  is  below  that  for  England 
and  Wales.  This  has  again  resulted  in  an  increase  in  the  figure  for 
the  natural  increase  in  1959.  However,  the  infant  mortality  rate 
has  increased  somewhat  and  it  is  higher  than  that  for  the  Country 
as  a  whole. 

Amongst  the  causes  of  death,  it  will  be  noted  that  heart  and 
circulatory  diseases  remain  the  commonest  and  again  cancer  of 
the  lung  is  prominent  being  12  cases  compared  with  15  the  year 
before.  Violent  deaths  remain  high  at  21  cases,  the  same  figure 
as  in  1959. 

With  infectious  diseases,  measles  was  again  common  but 
considerably  less  than  in  1959,  being  188  cases  compared  with  315. 
The  majority  of  cases  occurred  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  it  was 
the  beginning  of  the  epidemic  that  spilled  over  into  1961 .  Dysentery 
was  reported  at  North  Muskham  in  the  school  there.  This  was 
adequately  dealt  with.  Tuberculosis  cases  were  low  being  only  10 
compared  with  25  in  1959.  This  is  the  lowest  figure  for  many  years. 

Unfortunately  one  case  of  acute  poliomyelitis  was  notified 
during  the  year  in  a  boy  aged  1  year.  The  case  was  notified  late  by  the 
General  Practitioner  after  consultation  with  the  Paediatric  Consult¬ 
ant  and  the  Orthopaedic  Consultant.  There  was  a  paralytic 
condition  which  was  responding  well  to  treatment.  The  case  had 
not  been  vaccinated. 

With  regard  to  diphtheria,  again  there  was  a  clean  bill  of 
health  and  it  is  now  14  years  since  a  case  was  notified.  It  is  a 
pleasure  to  state  this,  but  we  cannot  afford  to  relax  our  vigilance. 
An  increase  in  the  numbers  of  cases  of  whooping  cough  occurred 
and  we  hope  that  in  the  future  we  shall  have  as  good  results  as  with 
diphtheria  immunisation. 
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The  preventative  measures  against  smallpox,  diphtheria,  whoop¬ 
ing  cough,  poliomyelitis  and  tuberculosis  have  continued  during 
the  year  and  the  figures  in  respect  of  this  will  be  found  in  the  body 
of  the  Report. 

In  respect  of  aged  persons,  an  account  is  given  of  action 
that  was  taken  under  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  1948 
against  two  aged  persons.  It  was  necessary  to  seek  Court  Orders 
for  their  compulsory  removal.  It  is  a  very  distressing  procedure 
to  take  and,  unfortunately,  it  became  urgent  and  necessary  to  take 
action  after  all  alternative  actions  had  been  refused  by  the  aged 
persons  concerned.  Unfortunately,  they  had  no  relatives  living 
and  it  became  impossible  to  leave  them  in  their  own  homes.  If 
only  these  old  people  will  allow  us  to  help  them  with  home  helps 
and  all  the  other  services  which  can  be  organised  to  help  them,  then 
1  am  sure  the  answer  would  be  to  leave  them  in  their  own  homes 
where  they  would  be  happy  and  independent. 

During  the  year,  the  outbreak  of  fowl  pest  continued  necessita¬ 
ting  the  gassing  of  about  a  million  head  of  poultry  with  hydrocyanic 
acid  gas.  The  department  was  informed  of  this  action  by  the 
private  contractors  and  all  necessary  precautions  were  observed. 

Measurements  of  atmospheric  pollution  continued  at  Blidworth 
and  also  at  Edwinstowe  and  the  coal  carbonisation  plant  at  the 
latter  place  was  repeatedly  visited  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  condi¬ 
tions  there  will  continue  to  improve. 

Work  was  continued  steadily  in  slum  clearance  and  it  will  be 
noted  in  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector’s  Report,  that  good 
progress  has  been  made  in  this  work. 

Finally  I  have  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Council,  the  Chief 
Officer  and  officers  of  other  departments  and  particularly  my 
colleagues  in  the  Health  Department  for  all  their  help,  assistance 
and  courtesy  during  the  year.  I  should  also  like  to  express  my 
thanks  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  his  staff  for  their  help 
during  the  year  and  for  allowing  me  to  include  details  of  the  County 
Health  Service  in  this  Report.

359  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during  the  year 
compared  with  395  in  1959. 

Measles 

188  cases  of  measles  were  notified  during  the  year  compared 
with  315  in  1959.  The  majority  of  the  cases  were  notified  during 
the  last  two  months  of  the  year  and  proved  to  be  the  beginning  of 
an  outbreak  which  carried  on  well  into  1961. 

Scarlet  Fever 

19  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  during  the  year  compared 
with  24  in  1959.  The  cases  were  mild  and  it  was  necessary  for  only 
1  of  the  cases  to  be  admitted  to  hospital  and  this  was  on  account  of 
unsuitable  home  conditions. 

Dysentery 

32  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified  compared  with  1  in  1959. 
An  outbreak  occurred  during  the  month  of  January  at  the  North 
Muskham  School  when  15  of  the  schoolchildren  and  5  members  of 
the  families  of  these  schoolchildren  proved  to  be  positive.  Faeces 
samples  of  all  schoolchildren,  teaching  staff  and  kitchen  personnel 
were  investigated  and  the  positives  were  excluded  from  school  until 
such  time  that  three  negative  “stools”  were  obtained,  consecutively, 
at  approximately  48  hour  intervals. 

Pail  closets  were  in  use  at  the  school  although  a  sewer  was 
available  and  urgent  recommendations  to  the  Director  of  Education 
were  made  for  flush  lavatories  to  be  installed  at  the  very  earliest 
opportunity. 

Tuberculosis  (Pulmonary) 

10  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the 
year  compared  with  25  in  1959.  This  is  a  new  low  figure  with  the 
previous  lowest  figure  being  13  as  far  back  as  1923. 

Tuberculosis  (Non  Pulmonary) 

2  notifications  of  tuberculosis  other  than  lung  disease  were 
notified  during  the  year,  the  same  number  as  for  1959.  The  sites 
of  infection  were  axillary  lymph  glands  and  tonsil  plus  cervical 
gland. 

Pneumonia 

3  cases  of  pneumonia  were  notified  compared  with  5  in  1959. 

Poliomyelitis  (Infantile  Paralysis) 

1  case  of  poliomyelitis  was  notified  during  the  year.  (Boy  of  1) 

Smallpox 

No  case  of  small  pox  was  notified  during  the  year. 
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Diphtheria 

For  the  14th  year  in  succession  there  was  no  notification  of 
this  disease. 

Whooping  Cough 

100  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified  during  the  year 
compared  with  19  in  1959.  This  is  the  highest  figure  since  1955 
when  145  notifications  were  received.  Half  of  the  notifications  were 
received  during  the  first  six  weeks  of  the  year.

Unfortunately,  it  was  necessary  to  take  proceedings  on  two 
occasions  during  the  period. 

Case  1  A  lady  of  82  years  living  in  a  Council  bungalow  suffering 
from  Senile  Dementia.  In  1958  she  was  admitted  under 
Certificate  to  Saxondale  Hospital,  but  the  Certificate  was 
discharged  one  month  later.  She  steadfastly  refused  to 
apply  for  Part  III  accommodation  although  her  condition 
was  very  dirty  and  neglected.  Her  constant  companion 
was  a  dog  which  was  never  let  out  of  the  house,  and  she 
was  also  incontinent.  The  case  became  far  too  much  for 
the  neighbours  to  handle,  and  her  own  doctor  considered 
that  she  should  be  admitted  to  Hospital  for  the  Chronic 
Sick.  An  Order  was  obtained  and  she  was  admitted 
to  Hospital  on  the  28th  September,  1960. 

Case  2  A  lady  of  84,  registered  as  a  blind  person,  in  remarkable 
good  health  for  her  age,  but  living  in  intolerable  conditions 
mainly  due  to  her  eyesight.  Persistently  refused  all 
efforts  of  help  to  get  the  house  cleaned  by  service  of  a 
Home  Help,  and  made  accusations  of  being  “robbed”. 
Her  own  condition  was  filthy  but  despite  living  some  6 
miles  out  of  town  she  was  a  constant  visitor.  Complaints 
were  received  from  Cafes  of  the  harm  being  done  to  their 
trade  and  even  the  Bus  Company  sought  to  prevent  her 
travelling  on  their  vehicles.  Neighbours  and  travellers 
became  exceedingly  worried  regarding  her  safety  on  the 
road.  She  flatly  refused  any  kind  of  help,  or  application 
for  Part  111  accommodation.  It  became  expedient  for  her 
to  be  removed  and  an  Order  was  obtained  on  the  30th 
September,  1 960  for  her  removal  to  Part  III  accommodation. 
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My  medical  colleagues  are  generally  agreed  that  recourse  to 
this  Act  can  be  most  distressing.  No  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
would  take  such  action  without  very  deep  consideration.  In  addition 
the  action  of  removal  to  hospital  or  other  place  of  accommodation 
does  not  end  there.  The  individual  still  retains  the  right  to  appeal 
for  the  Order  to  be  rescinded.  In  the  above  cases  the  first  one  is 
now  so  senile  that  we  are  unable  to  obtain  her  voluntary  detention 
in  hospital,  and  the  second  case  though  in  possession  of  all  her 
faculties  has  only  one  ambition,  to  return  to  her  home.  Every  three 
months  the  cases  are  reviewed  at  Court,  and  extensions  obtained. 
It  is  a  very  time  absorbing  and  costly  matter  but,  as  the  law  stands, 
this  could  go  on  for  years.  Where  do  we  go  from  here?

Ambulance  Facilities 

There  are  no  Ambulance  Stations  situated  within  the  Rural 
District,  and  the  ambulance  requirements  of  the  area  are  met  in  the 
main  by  vehicles  operating  from  stations  in  adjacent  areas  -  Newark, 
Carlton  and  Mansfield. 


Home  Help  Service 

Home  helps  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  are 
available  throughout  the  area  where  service  is  required  owing  to  the 
presence  in  the  household  of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying  in,  an 
expectant  mother,  mentally  defective,  aged,  or  a  child  not  over 
compulsory  school  age. 

In  maternity  cases  a  Home  Help  attends  daily  for  two  weeks 
from  the  birth  of  the  baby,  excluding  Saturday  afternoon  and 
Sunday,  and  her  duties  include  the  ordinary  domestic  work,  such  as 
cleaning,  cooking,  washing,  care  of  children,  mending  and  shopping 

In  general  cases  of  sickness  or  when  assisting  in  the  households 
of  old  or  infirm  people,  Home  helps  undertake  such  of  the  above 
duties  as  may  be  necessary.  Part  time  help  can  be  arranged. 

The  charge  for  the  service  is  3s.  6d.  per  hour,  but  where  the 
applicant  is  unable  to  afford  this  amount,  the  County  Council’s 
Scale  of  Assistance  is  applied.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Newark  Rural  District  Council 


Sir,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1960  upon  the  health 
and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Newark  Rural  District.  These 
have  remained  very  satisfactory  during  the  year. 

During  the  year,  the  number  of  births  was  approximately  the 
same,  the  birth  rate  falling  slightly  and  the  death  rate  rose  very 
slightly.  The  figure  for  infantile  mortality  fell  to  a  very  low  level, 
but  this  is  a  figure  which  can  show  very  great  variation  especially 
in  an  area  with  a  comparatively  small  population.  Last  year,  the 
deaths  from  cancer  rose  rather  rapidly  and  this  year  they  have 
fallen  from  35  to  26. 

With  infectious  disease  notifications,  the  total  number  of  cases 
was  slightly  more  than  in  1959.  The  number  of  cases  of  measles 
was  small  being  28  compared  with  64  in  1959.  These  28  cases 
occurred  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  were  the  beginning  of  the 
epidemic  occurring  in  the  early  part  of  the  present  year. 

One  case  of  acute  paralytic  poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the 
year.  It  would  appear  that  the  case  became  infected  whilst  on 
holiday  on  the  Continent  where  he  had  developed  a  mild  illness. 

There  was  a  big  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis 
notified  during  the  year.  In  1959  there  were  only  3  cases,  but  12 
were  notified  during  1960. 

Once  again  there  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  notified.  It  is 
now  14  years  since  a  case  was  reported  in  the  District.  But,  there 
is  no  lack  of  vigilance  pursuing  our  policy  of  prevention  by  immuni¬ 
sation  against  this  disease. 

There  were  42  cases  of  dysentery  notified  in  the  year  largely  in 
Balderton.  The  cases  occurred  in  12  familes  and  surveillance  of 
the  families  was  continued  until  all  cases  had  been  cleared  with  three 
consecutive  negative  reports. 
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With  regard  to  preventative  measures,  the  Report  gives  the 
statistical  data  in  respect  of  the  various  schemes  in  vogue  in  the 
prevention  of  infectious  diseases  such  as  smallpox,  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough,  poliomyelitis  and  tuberculosis.  The  work  has 
been  steadily  pursued  and  very  good  progress  has  been  made  in  all 
of  them.  One  would  like  to  see  a  bigger  response  in  all  schemes, 
diphtheria  showing  of  course,  the  most  spectacular  results  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  all  these  diseases  will  disappear  eventually.  But 
no  relaxation  must  take  place,  for  even  though  diphtheria  is  rapidly 
disappearing,  there  have  recently  been  rather  alarming  recrudescences 
of  this  disease  in  one  or  two  areas. 

During  the  year,  it  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  action  under 
the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948  in  respect  of  any  aged  person. 
Cases  of  old  people  have  been  kept  under  review. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  Mr.  Edlin  qualified  as  a  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  was  appointed  to  the  staff  as  an  additional 
Inspector.  In  November,  Mr.  Edlin  secured  another  appointment 
with  the  Letchworth  Urban  District  Council.  The  Department 
was  very  sorry  to  lose  his  services  and  wishes  him  well  in  his  new 
sphere. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  members  of  the 
Council  and  to  all  my  colleagues  in  the  District  for  all  the  help  and 
assistance  that  has  been  so  willingly  given  and  especially  to  the  staff 
of  the  Health  Department.  I  should  also  like  to  express  my  sincere 
thanks  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  for  his  kindness  in  allowing 
me  to  include  details  about  the  County  Health  Service  in  this 
Report.

28  cases  of  measles  were  notified  during  the  year  compared  with 
64  in  1959.  The  majority  of  the  cases  were  notified  during  December 
and  these  proved  to  be  the  beginning  of  an  epidemic  which  carried 
on  well  into  1961. 


Scarlet  Fever 

18  notifications  of  scarlet  fever  were  received  during  the  year 
compared  with  7  in  1959.  12  of  the  cases  were  from  Balderton. 

All  the  cases  were  of  a  mild  character  and  only  2  were  admitted  to 
hospital,  both  on  account  of  unsuitable  home  conditions. 


Smallpox 

No  case  of  smallpox  occurred  in  the  district. 
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Poliomyelitis  (Infantile  Paralysis) 

1  case  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  was  notified  during  the  year. 
This  was  a  man  of  23  years  who  visited  his  private  practitioner 
because  of  weakness  of  the  right  leg,  was  admitted  to  hospital,  and 
eventually  confirmed  as  “Poliomyelitis  —  slight  weakness  in  limbs”. 
From  information  obtained  it  appears  that  he  had  only  just  returned 
from  a  three  week  visit  to  Sorrento  in  Italy  where  he  had  been  unwell 
having  diarrhoea  and  sickness. 

Tuberculosis  (Pulmonary) 

12  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  the  lung  were  notified  during  the 
year  compared  with  3  in  1959.  This  the  highest  figure  since  1950. 
4  of  the  cases  were  in  hospital  at  the  time  of  notification  and  a 
further  5  were  admitted  within  a  month  of  notification. 

Tuberculosis  (Non  Pulmonary) 

There  was  1  case  of  tuberculosis  other  than  lung  disease  notified 
during  the  year,  the  same  number  as  for  1959.  This  was  a  girl  of 
14  years  with  the  site  of  infection  being  the  left  kidney. 

Pneumonia 

3  cases  of  pneumonia  were  notified  during  the  year  compared 
with  4  in  1959. 

Diphtheria 

For  the  14th  year  in  succession  there  was  no  case  of  this  disease 
notified.
